A m ajority of the Committee on Irrigation rec­ 
ommended the passage of S. Bs. 278 and 280, the 
latter with am endm ents attached. 
The Committee on Judiciary reported bills as fol­ 
lows: s. B. 221, indefinite postponem ent; A. B. 256, 
do not p ass: S. B. 266, passage; A. B. 183, pas­ 
sage ; A. B. 68. passage; S. B. 266, do not puss. 
A minority of the committee dissented fmra the 
opinion of the m ajority relative to 6. B. 271, and 
recommended that it do not pass, as it repeals the 
previsions of the Civil Code relating to cemetery 
corporations. 
A message was received from the Governor, .n 
which he notified the Senate of his approval of S. 
B. 178, relating to public schools.

By Mr. R o w ell—To repeal Sections 3824 and 3825 
of the Political Code, in relation to taxes by the As­ 
sessor for certain personal property. 
Finance. 
By Mr. Cheney—To am end Section 1402 of the 
Civil Code, relating to the disp -sition of the 
community property upon the death of the hus­ 
band. 
Judiciary. 
Bills came up on the second-reading file as fol­ 
lows : 
S. B. 40, to establish a uniform system of county 
governm ents (by Mr. Wendell), was taken up. 
A fter some discussion, on motion of Mr. Rowei.l, 
Section 4006 was amended so as to constitute 9,000 
the population of eouuties oi the second class, in 
stead of 10.000. 
In reply to a question of Mr. Enos, *%Ir. W e n d e ll 
said that iii his judgm ent the provisions of the 
pending bill did not apply to th e city of San Fran­ 
cisco. That city was governed by a charter, and in 
his opinion, based upon the decision of the Supreme 
Court, the Legislature could not touch San Fran­ 
cisco.

Mr. Shahs offered the following am endm ent to the 
same section: “ Provided convicts in the State 
Prisons shall not be considered as part of the said 
population.” Adopted. 
Mr. Baker moved th at the pending bill be cmi 
turned, to the exclusion of all other business, until 
completed. 
Lost, by a vote of 19 ayes to 18 noes, 
under the rule requiring a two-thirds vote. 
Here the Senate took the usual recess.

The Senate reassembled at 2 r . \t.

tem. Johnson in the chair.

hold converse or otherwise interfere, and thus inter- 
iu p t and delay business.

proper u.rdcr and decorum. 
The Committee on Irrigation reported back S. B.

The Committee on Attaches and Contingent E x­ 
penses reported back a resolution equalizing the pay 
of porters, recommending that it do not pass. Also, 
a resolution providing for the paym ent of witnesses 
before the W ater Rights and Drainage Committee, 
recommending its adoption. 
Also, a resolution rel­ 
ative to the ciaim of the shorthand reporter,without 
recommendation. 
The Committee on Enrollm ent reported the cor­ 
rect enrollm ent of A. B. 75. 
The Committee on Engrossment reported the cor­ 
rect engrossment of A. Bs. 115. 103 and 55 (substi­ 
tute). 
The Judiciary Committee re]K>rted back A. Bs. 
235 and 230, relative to am endm ents to the Consti­ 
tution of the State, recommending th at the am end­ 
m ents be proposed in accordance w ith a form sub­ 
mitted. 
The Committee on Mili ary Affairs reported back 
A. B. 28?, to amend Section 2094 of the Political 
Coce, relative to allowances to the National Guard, 
recommending th at it do not pass. 
The Committee on Public Buildings and Grounds 
reported hack A. B. 410, for the im provem ent of 
t- e grounds of the N apa Insane Asylum, recom ­ 
mending th at it do not pass. 
The ban Francisco delegation rejiortcd back A. B. 
286, to authorize cities and counties of the first class 
to construct and m aintain w ater works and to pro­ 
tect the sanitary condition of such cities, recom­ 
m ending th at it do pass as amended.

A message was received from the Governor an­ 
nouncing his approval of A. B. 75, introduced by Mr.

Resolved, That a special committee be appointed

Mr. Branch stated th at he had affidavits signed 
by responsible parties in 
bis possession 
which 
formed a sufficient basis for investigation. 
Mr. B a k e r oi Yolo said th at it seemed to him 
th at it would be im proper for the House to take 
cognizance of the resolution unless charges were 
preferred to the houses by some responsible p ar­ 
ties. 
If the persons who have signed the affidavits 
would make a petition to the House he would fayor 
the resolution. 
It was nut the investigation to 
which he objected, bu t to the manner of holding it. 
Mr. Van F leet said that while he was sorry, for 
the sake of the judiciary of the State, tb ai the 
introduction 
of 
such 
a 
resolution 
should 
have 
been deemed necessary, he was still in 
favor ot a full investigation, and 
if fiie offi­ 
cial should then he found guilty, of impeachment. 
Messrs. J ackson and H oirr advocated the adop­ 
tion of the resolution. 
Mr. A r ic k opposed it tor reason* sim ilar to the 
ones expressed by Mr. Baker of Yolo, saying th at it 
was not within the province of any member of the 
House to constitute himself the prosecuting a tto r­ 
ney of any official. 
Mr. B ran ch offered to introduce the aforem en­ 
tioned affidavits in support “f his resolution. 
Mr. D el Va l l e claimed th at they were not in o r­ 
der. 
He favored the investigation, bu t objected to 
the manner in which it was brought before the 
Assembly. 
Mr. J a ckson said he had ju st been informed th at 
Judge Hatch was a Democrat. He, too, was a Demo­ 
crat. but so good a one th at he desired an investi­ 
gation, and if it should be proved that, an official 
was guilty, then it would be proper to impeach 
him, even though he were a Democrat. 
Mr. Griffith was of the opinion that Mr. Branch 
had taken the proper course in the premises by the 
introduction of tn e resolution, and argued against 
the reading of the affidavits to the House. 
Mr. W h ip p l e held th at the only way in which 
charges of the character under discussion could be 
preferred to the Hou^e m ust be in the form >4 a |>e- 
ti:i 11 or remonstrance. 
Some person or persons 
m ust appear as accusers. 
It would hs well to refer 
the resolution t) the Judiciary Committee, for it to 
indicate the course to he pursued. 
He would so 
move. 
Mr. J.u ksok said it was not an issue of la v , blit 
simply an issue of innocence or guilt, which could 
best* be determined by a special committee. 
Mr. B r a n ch remarked th at according to all pre­ 
cedent the mode taken by him was the proper mode, 
and cited the case of the impeachment case of Sam ­ 
uel Chase, of the Suprem e Court of the United 
States, in the House of Representatives in January. 
1S04. 
He had no personal interest in the issue, ami 
had introduced the resolution at th e request of citi­ 
zen* of Colusa county. 
The motion to refer the resolution to the Judiciary 
Committee was curried- ayes 36, noes 32. 
Mr. J a ck son m o veil that the* committee he di­ 
rected to report hack the resolution r\e\r Saturday 
forenoon. 
Carried. 
The affidavit* upon which the resolution is based 
are three in num ber, and arc in substauce as fol­ 
lows :

E. A. Bridgeford, an attorney at law residing in 
Colusa, affirms that on several occn-ioii* Judge 
Hatch was so drunk as to he incompetent to tr.rm 
act any business within th e line of his official duties. 
Johñ T. Harrington, also an attorney of Colusa, 
deposes to the same effect, relative to drunkenness, 
and also charges divers corrupt practices by Judge 
Hatch. 
J. F. W harton, alio a lawyer of Colusa, deposes 
relative to the intoxication oi Judge Hatch while on 
the her.ch. 
The affidavit of H arrington dt.es not spec'fy as to 
what constituted the above-mentioned “ corrupt 
practices.” 
The special order of t' c hour, motion to reconsider 
action on A. B. 84, was next announced. 
The bill referred to is the one relating to the 
Board of Bank Commis.nouers introduced by Mr. 
Ma y, who moved a call of the House prior to its 
consideration. Carried 
ayes 41. nof s 36. 
Mr. L a n e then moved to dispense with the further 
enforcement of the call. 
Carried—ayes 46, noc-s 30. 
Mr. Del Valle made an impassioned plea against 
the reconsideration of the bill, reading from an edi­ 
torial in the Rkcord-Union to show th at the greedi­ 
ness of th e “ Stalw arts ” was not indorsed by the 
Republican party. 
He held that men should not be* 
legislated out of office merely for political reasons, 
and said th at if such had been the course of the 
Democrats in the past, it gave the Republicans no 
sound reason for following such an example. 
Mr. G r if f it h also delivered an argum ent against 
the bill, saying that its adm itted object was to legis­ 
late the Democratic Bank Commissioners «»ut of 
office. 
If the Republican party could ever afford to 
be magnanimous it should be so during its reign of 
power. 
Mr. Kilbi rn next arose and exclaimed : 
Mr. 
Speaker, 1, for one, am plum b scared to death and 
hereafter shall vote the Democratic ticket. 
Mr. M ay, replying to Mr. Del Valle, said that the 
R ecord-U nion w*as not recognized as a Republican 
paj>er ; it was an im lependent pai>er like the San 
Francisco Bulletin. 
He continued an elaborate 
argum ent in advocacy of his bill, claiming th at the 
Bank Commissioners had not properly fulfilled their 
duties, etc. 
Mr. W h ip p l e followed in an extended speech 
against a reconsideration. 
Mr. L e a k e said that while he had gre t confidence 
in the irresistible sm iler from the Tenth D istrict, 
still he could not be wheedled into voting for lus 
bill. 
Mr. H artso x said th at the Democrats did not sing 
their saint-like songs of brotherly 1 
etc . when 
they were in power. 
Everybody knew th at Mr 
W hite was unfit for the office of Bank Commission­ 
er, and was given it for purely political reasons. 
Mr. H a le did 11 it believe m removing men from 
office except fur other cause than politics. 
The motion to reconsider was carried ayes 40, 
noes 39.

} 
Co m m issio n er s o f t h e S t a t e o f C a l if o r n ia , 
S an F r a n c is c o , F e b r u a r y 4. 1881. i 
To His Excellency George C. Perkins, Governor, 
etc.—Sir: We respectfully subm it the following as 
our first report. 
A more elaborate and detailed 
account of our vvork is rendered impossible for 
the present by reason of ¡lines* resulting from 
attem pted assassination on the night of December 
12, 1880, of one of the Commissioners, causing an 
unavoidable delay in action upon im portant busi­ 
ness before the Board, and as a necessary conse­ 
quence lim iting the amount of work done. 
The powers granted the Board are extraordinary 
in range and novel in composition. 
The Constitu­ 
tion divides the State Government intothreeco ordi­ 
nate d ep artm en ts-th e Legislative, Executive and 
Judicial—and inhibits persons charged with the 
exercise of powers belonging to one of these de­ 
partm ents 
from 
th e 
exercise 
of 
any 
1 unc­ 
tions appertaining 
to either 
of 
th e 
others, 
thus dividing the powers, duties and responsibilities. 
The Railroad Commission is made an exception in 
this general apportionm ent of the powers anil obli­ 
gations of governm ent, neither constituted so as to 
belong to nor be under the direct control of either 
of the enum erated departm ents, yet granted powers 
m their nature appertaining to all three—vested 
with the power of originating arbitrary rates f>»r 
carriage of passengers and freight, th e power to e: 
tablish tariffs ba ed on such rates, and the power to 
determ ine infractions and cause punishm ent for vio­ 
lations of orders. 
W ith a jurisdiction thus extended 
it is not a m atter «*f surprise to encounter from cer­ 
tain quarters a clamor for hasty, inconsiderate ac­ 
tio n —a biased demand for execution of authority 
at random. 
Were it compatible with an honorable 
and intelligent discharge of our official duties to at 
random fix rates of charges for transportation, the 
duties of the Board would be the opposite of onerous 
—bu t reason and justice alike dictate th at the ac­ 
tions 
of 
this 
Board 
be 
governed 
by 
a 
desire 
to 
do 
right — that 
its 
decisions 
bo the result of investigation and a thorough 
understanding of the subjects passed upon. 
Ca­ 
price and prejudice will but confound, never solve 
the transportation problem. The acquirem ent of the 
knowledge necessary for rational action in a m atter 
so compiex and intricate is not the labor of an hour 
or a day, or any fixed period : comes not by intui 
fcion, but only through patient investigation and 
study. The btate, in assuming the supervision and 
control of railroads and other methods of transm uta­ 
tion, when the property of private persons or corj*>* 
rations, does so under the plea of necessary regula­ 
tion ; to sustain this pica and not transcend its 
scope, State interference under it m ust not become 
confiscation and spoliation, but lim it itself to what 
on investigation appears as ju st and reasonable reg­ 
ulation. The difficulties attending a just and effi­ 
cient adm inistration of our office need but mention 
to be appreciated. 
O ur office and its duties is new. 
We are w ithout precedent to guide us. Sister States 
and foreign countries have labored for years to 
solve the 
railroad problem, and to this day 
their act ons have been experim ental. 
While the 
efforts of others for a period of over forty years are 
valuable aids, they are far from infallible guides. 
The transportation problem in each State and 
country is a m atter peculiar to th at State and 
country. 
In the exei rise of its authority the Board 
m ust assume control over property whose ownership 
¡9 private. The employment of private property in 
the various m ethods of transporting passengers and 
freight doe* not of itself divert private ownership in 
the thing so employed, and thereby constitute it 
public propert}’. 
Án erroneous idea prevails to 
quite an extent that railroads built, owned and 
operated by private corporations are nevertheless^ 
public property* and this iu an unqualified sense. 
Were this true, we would he free or the main diffi­ 
culties surrounding our work. 
However much th e­ 
orists 
may 
declaim 
and 
loose construction­ 
ists 
argue, 
the 
fact 
remains, th at railroads 
owned 
and 
operated 
by 
private 
corpora­ 
tions 
are private property, and 
this, 
though 
subject to State supervision and control. 
Among 
the num ber of circumstances to be considered in 
determ ining the status of railroad ownership in this 
State, b u t one needs m ention. 
Does the property 
in railroads in this State pay t »\es to the State, 
etc.? Docs property owned by the State pay taxes . 
To whom is the property in railroads assessed ? 
There cannot be a correct understanding of the 
onerous position this Board occupies until the idea 
that the railroads, as constituted in California, are 
public property, is thrown aside as false. 
Were the 
railrosuJs in this State public property our duties 
would be most easy and pleasant, 
it would be the 
case of management of property by its owner, 
whereas under existing circumstances it «is the man 
agem ent of the property of others. 
An unpreju­ 
diced admission of the true condition of affairs in 
this connection can in no wise jeopardize or even in 
the slightest curtail the right of the State to charge 
existing property rights 
in and to railroads, 
and

therefore is nr t the reason of the present super­ 
vision and control. The Hon. J. S. Black, in a let­ 
ter t«> the Committee on Railroad Transportation of 
the New Y'*jrk Chamber of Commerce, dated No* 
vember 1 6 ,1389, uses the following language : 
“ Most of our W estern roads w tre built w ith the 
proceeds of public lands granted mediately or im 
mediately by the United States to the several com­ 
panies which now have them in charge.

than all expense-» of m aking, stocking and running

Thi3 is 
the more remarkable inasmuch as the prin­ 
cipal opponents of the bill owe whatever 
prosperity they enjoy to the operation of 
iiv se natural laws which bind the various 
sections o? States t" ether, anil which ren­ 
der them of mutual aid to one another. 
The people of San Francisco, for example, 
have profited more from the working of the 
hydraulic mines t’.au have the people of 
th e m ining counties. 
Scores of millions 
taken from these mines have been trans­ 
ferred to San Francisco, and there invested 
in real estate and improvements, while 
ther - 
rex of millions have gone to sup­ 
port the commerce of that city, having 
been expended in the purchase of supplies 
of all kinds for the mines, and In filling 
the orders of the country merchants. 
But 
though San 
Francisco 
has profited so 
largely from these mines, aud though the 
whole Sacramento valley has been tribu- 
t-ary to her to a great extent, w e find 
among her press the bitterest and most 
narrow-minded opponents of the measures 
by which alone the mining interest above, 
and the agricultural interest below, can be 
preserved. It is but a few weeks ago that a 
San Francisco journal, supposed to repre­ 
sent commercial interests particularly, ex­ 
pressed the deliberate opinion that it would 
be better to allow the Sacramento valley 
to be destroyed than to continue to con­ 
tribute anything to its preservation. 
The 
same journal 
alleged further that San 
Francisco did not require the help of north­ 
ern California, and that it wocld be of 
very little consequence if the whole of 
that region were expunged from the map. 
Now if this is the spirit which is to ani­ 
mate and control San Francisco, it wilt 
in our judgment become both politic and 
necessary to meet that city with a new 
adaptation of its own doctrine. 
If San 
Francisco can do w ithout the Sacramento 
valley, it is very certain that the Sacra­ 
mento valley can do without San Fran- 
ci vo. 
The people of the mining counties 
are not compelled to draw any part of their 
supplies from that city, nor will they be 
justified in continuing to trade with it if 
its present attitude is maintained. 
The 
interests of Sacramento, of the mining 
counties, and of the whole of northern 
California, are identical. 
W e all stand to­ 
gether, and if we fall we m ust all fall 
together. 
It is therefore the part of pru­ 
de ace to draw the bonds of this common 
interest as close as possible, and if com­ 
m unity interest is to be repudiated by San 
Francisco as regards the most vital needs 
of northern California, we shall be pre­ 
pared to advise and advocate the c x tension 
of that principle to all commercial rela­ 
tions. 
Sacramento ¡3 abundantly able to supply 
Northern California with everything. 
Her 
transportation facilities are in all respects 
a3 great as those of San Francisco. 
She 
can sell goods cheaper than the latter, be­ 
cause the business expenses of her mer­ 
chants are much lighter. 
She can reach 
the mining counties and the whole north­ 
ern secrion of the State from twelve to 
twenty-four hours quicker than Sac Frau - 
-iseo can. 
She can import g- ods, an- 


empirical, but it does not follow that no 
special education is required for its proper 
and safe practice. 
To assert that doctors

To open the door 
to quacks by refusing to prescribe qualifi­ 
cations for the professional practice of med­ 
icine is to encourage murder and robbery. 
The State n:?y not be justified in attem pt­ 
ing todefinethe nature of the qualifications 
required for the practise of medicine, but 
it certainly is justified in prohibiting those 
who have no qualifications from practicing. 
A ny special medical education might he 
admitted, but where there has been no 
such education the line should be drawn. 
Miraculous healers are delu.tions, and it is 
quite safe to leave them out of the count. 


THE DAY’S W0P.K BiLL. 


The bill to have all work on public 
buildings done by the day instead of by 
contract is practically a measure to deprive 
the State of the advantages of an open 
labcr market. 
As the State means neither 
; more nor less than the people, this is there- 
| fore to force the taxpayers to pay two 
! prices for :<I1 work done upon public build- 
\ ings. 
Tiiis is m anifestly improper and 
1 against public policy. 
The bill, however, 
further threatens to give increased power 
to the rand dishonest class of politicians, 
and to erect in San Francisco a regular 
Bos3 Tweed regime. 
It is consequently a 
bail measure in all its implications, and it 
ought to be defeated.

The experience of the W est­ 
ern States demonstrates this. 
There is no 
doubt of the flower of Statesto decree what­ 
ever they please, but the imprimatur of a 
Legislature cannot make things practicable, 
and so the Grangers long since discovered. 
The position of the Railroad Commission­ 
ers has been an extrem ely difficult one, but 
they have undoubtedly taken the only- 
defensible course in resolving to examine 
the whole question deliberately, and in re­ 
fusing to act blindly and in the absence of 
knowledge. 
They append to their report 
tables showing very large reductions in 
charges between various points, w hich have 
been made by the Central Pacific and ita 
leased lines voluntarily, and they testify to 
the prompt and courteous responses of the 
railroad companies to all their inquiries. 
A s to the second report which they prom­ 


ise, it is not lixely to throw much more 
light upon the situation, for all who are 
capable of reasoning l ave already become 
convinced that tbc kind of arbitrary regu­ 
lation proposed by the new Constitution is

It id represented that 140 of the Chinese 
passengers of the Pacific M ail steamship 
City of Tokio, which arrived in port yes­ 
terday from the Orient, are bound for H on­ 
olulu. 
The internal revenue receipts in the San 
Francisco district last week amounted to 
$50.862, m aking a total since January 1st 
oi $405.502, againat $361,136 for the same 
time last year. 
There are now in port under enpagement 
to load w heat 42 vessels, of 5G,306 tons 
of tonnage, having a carrying capacity of 
84,000 tons of wheat. 
A year ago there 
were only 21,000 tons of tonnage available 
for wheat. 
Tiio first deposit of $150 a side was 
placed in the hands of George Strong, of 
202 Sail some street, W ednesday evening, 
to bind a race, three mile3 with turn, to 
take place on the 27th of March, for $1,000 
a side, between Wiüia-n Cotsford of Vic­ 
toria and Austin Stevenson of Vallejo. The 
men go into active training immediately. 
Samuel W illiams, of the Bulletin, was 
taken suddenly and dangerously ill on 
Tuesday night at his residence in Oakland. 
H e had attended a meeting of the Felton 
Literary Club, at the residence of John 
Glascock, where lie presided, but presented 
no appearance of illness. 
He was seized 
with an apopleptic stroke on his return 
home, and his lett side was paralyzed. 
He 
was insensible throughout the day. 
During the month of January 940 per­ 
sons arrived at this port by sea and 433 
departed, 537 of the arrivals were from 
Cl.iua, 
against 
102 departures for that 
country. 
Only one female came from 
Chinn. 
Of the whole number arriving 
only 1G9 were citizens of this country ; 837 
came as steerage passengers.

CHiNA AND JAPAN. 


Tha City of Tokio arrived at San Fran­ 
cisco Wednesday, twenty-seven days from 
Hongkong. 
Following is a news summary 
forwarded by correspondents : 


CHINA. 
H ongkong, January 13th.— I t is rumored 
that Li Hung Chang will shortly visit Foo­ 
chow officially for the purpose of inspecting 
.the arsenal there. 
Two master plate-layers 
have been sent for from Europe to join the 
stall of the arsenal, where work on iron ves­ 
sels of war is 8or n to be commenced. 
The 
forts near the mouth of the Min and along 
the rivet are being garrisoned. 
Viceroys on the eastern coast are still en­ 
gaged in warlike preparations. 
A Russian 
descent in the spring is looked upon as inevi­ 
table. 
Admiral LcBsnffaky is convalescent from 
the results of the accident in which he broke 
his leg, and resumes command cf the formid­ 
able Russian E quadron in China and Japanese 
waters. 
There will scon be a general rendez­ 
vous in Yokohama. 
Overland advices from 
Peking to Shanghai state that all is quiet on 
the northwestern frontier. 
Railways are, with almost a certainty, to 
be introduced into the “ home ” province. 
L i Hung Chang has memorialized the Gov- 
ment recommending their introduction. 
American merchants do not think favor­ 
ably of the rumored purport of the new 
United States conventions with China. They 
th;nk America gives too mnch and gets too 
little. 
Foreign newspapers in China and 
Japan regard it with dissatisfaction and char- 
acteriz j it as a farce. 
JAPAN. 
Y okohama, January 221. — A 
national 
agricultural and industrial exhibition will be 
opened in Tokio March 1st. 
Six classes of 
medals will be awarded, and all exhibits will 
be the sole manufacture and production of 
Japan. 
Native p.-.pere state that in the event of 
war between Russia and China, Japan will 
observe strict neutrality. 
Paper currency is still at a heavy discount, 
but the price of Government bonds is in­ 
creasing. 
J. J. Van der Pot, of Yokohama, has been 
appointed Minister for Holland, in place of 
Stoetwegen, recently recalled.

W a s h in g t o n , Februaiy 10th.— Senator 
Eaton, Chairman i f the Foreign Relations 
Committee, expected to secure the considera­ 
tion of th? Chinese treaty by the Senate at 
an executive session this afternoon, but the 
discussion concerning a substitute for the 
Postnffice appropriation bill continued until 
ci late an hour that he found it useless to 
make a motion for an executive session to­ 
day, and was, therefore, obliged to postpone 
his effort until to-morrow. 
The executive 
session yesterday was the first one held since 
the treaties were reported back from the 
committee, and it was absurdly consumed by 
talk, not about the treaties themselves, but 
in regard to the pending investigation as to 
how the printed copies of these secret docu­ 
ments got out. 
Representative Berry to-day, being alpha­ 
betically first on the list of California meiii- 
tieie, was recognized by Speaker Randall un­ 
der the new rule, which gives one member 
from each State iu turn a chance when the 
morning hour is dispensed with to call up 
one lili for passage, provided five-Repre­ 
sentatives do niit unite in objecting to its 
consideration. 
Berry improved his opportu­ 
nity by procuring the passage from the 
Speaker’s table of the Senate bill restoring the 
Fort Crook and Fort Redding military reser­ 
vations to the public domain and confirming 
the patents heretofore issued to actual set­ 
tlers upon them.» This bill was passed by the 
Senate and fully telegraphed in these dis* 
patches about ten days ago. 
It is substan­ 
tially a duplicate of the measure introduced 
by Berry in the House last session. 
During the debate on the River aud Harbor 
bill to-day Representative Page made aspirited 
five-minute speech, in which be severely criti­ 
cised the Commerce Committee for their un­ 
equal aud unfair distribution of the amount 
which it appropriated, and he contrasted the 
item of 8200,000 granted for the Kanawha 
river in West Virginia with the total of le-s 
than $140,000 accorded to the rivers of Cali­ 
fornia. 
He added, referring to the Sacra­ 
mento and San Jcaqnin rivers, that wheat lies 
rotting beside the railroad tracks for want of 
the necessaay improvements of these natural 
highways, which should he made capable of 
bearing the commerce of the Pacific coast em­ 
pire, aud in conclusion he announced that if 
he lived to assist in the- organization of the 
next House he would labor to procure the 
election of some man for Speaker who will 
recognize that there is a country west of the 
Mississippi river. 
This remark was greeted 
with hearty applau e by all the members 
from the section referred to. 
Prominent Pennsylvania politicians are of 
the opinion that the deadh-ck at Horriduirc 
will continue, aud that the only change will 
be that Beaver will not be able ¡lerhapx to 
secure all the votes that Ufiver had.

Speaker may direct a member to discontinue 
his speech if irrelevant or consisting of tedi­ 
ous repetitions; that no discussion shall be 
taken n motions that the Speaker do leave 
the chair, and that the House do now pro­ 
ceed to consider a bill, and that the Speaker 
may order a division by rising and sitting, so 
as to avoid the delay of the present system.

flood water, where the use of piles and gran­ 
ite facing entirely failed. 
It is also shown 
that a new levee of fresh earth and sand will 
withstand any pressure or action from flood 
currents when properly covered with this 
easily and cheaply constructed brush-work. 
Another fact which is demonstrated by ob­ 
serving the effects of the recent flood, is that 
this revetment w. rk must exteud to the top 
of the levee, or above high water-mark, tobe 
eff-ctive. At the new levee upon the point 
in Washington, where a similar work was 
constructed, the revetment a portion of the 
way was built to the top of the levee, and 
the remainder, owing to orders issued, from 
the fact that the appropriation for work was 
becoming exhausted, was left a few feet be­ 
low the crest of the levee. Along the latter 
portion of the levso the water rore above the 
revetment, and commenced rapidly cutting 
away the new embankmeut, which had to be 
covered with sacks of sand to prevent serious 
damage; whereas, immediately from the
